This money was 
found in six banks and turned into 
the estate.. Shortly afterwards Lean- 
der H. La Chance, now chairman of 
the board of directors of the Stewart- 
Warner Speedometer company, and 


trustee of the Stewart estate, received 
a bill for $7.50 for thé rent of a safety 


deposit vault of which he knew noth- 
ing.

SERB DEFIANCE 
ALARMS POWERS; 
MEETING TODAY

PARIS, Nov. 15.—Following the re- 
ceipt of the Jugo-Slav notification to 
the allied powers that they could not 
recognize the frontiers of Albania as 
traced by the council of ambassadors, 
the meeting of the council of. the 
league of nations hastily was advanced 
from Nov. 18 to tomorrow so as to 
give the league more time to con- 
sider ways and means for coercing the 
Serbs. | 
The ‘council is all set to take imme- 
diate action against Serbia by declar- 
ing a blockade at Ofice without a for- 
‘mal note again requesting the with- 
drawal of the Serbian troops. There 
are two reasons behind tH® league's 
action. First, the Albanian war is 
becoming dangerous. Second, Prime 
Minister Lloyd George is determined 
to show the world that the league of 
nations is able to stop a war. Mr. 
Lloyd George, it is said, wants to 
place the league in direct contrast 
with the Washington conference. _—

Some weeks ago I 
had a very illuminating talk in my 
garden at home with two Japanese 
visitors, Mr. Mashiko and Mr. Negushl, 
who had come to discuss various edu- 
cational-ideas with me. And they to}d 
me things that seem to me to be funda- 
mentally important in this question. 

“We build up our ¢hildren,” Mr. 
Mashiko said, “upon a diametrically 
different plan from yours. We turn 
them the other way round. Obedience 
and devotion are our leading thoughts. 
All our sentiment, all our stories and 
poetry, the traditions of centuries, 
teacH loyalty, blind, unquestioning loy- 
alty, of wife to husband, of man to his 
lord, of every one to the monarch. 
The loyalty is religious. So far as polit- 
ical and social questions go, it is funda- 
mental. | 

Difference in Systems. 

«But your training cultivates inde- 
pendence, free thought, the unsparing 
criticism of superiors, institutions, re- 
lationships. Perhaps it is better and 
more invigorating; but it seems to us 
wild and dangerous. We begin to 
have a sort of public opinion, but it is 
still diffident and timid.” | 

An American or an Englishman, he 
said, cared for his country because he 
believed it belonged to him; a Japanese 


lieved he belonged to it. One could 
not pass from one habit of mind to 
the other, he thought, without grave 
risks and dangers. It is easier to de- 
stroy obedience than to create respon- 
sibility.

The Right Hon. Arthur J. Balfour, 
répresenting Great Britain, and Baron 
Admiral Kato, representing Japan, 
pledged their governments to unite with 
the American government in adopting 
and carrying out an armament reduc- 
tion plan of the character proposed by 
Secretary of State. Hughes. 


Only Changes'‘in Details Sought. 
Changes in details of the plan are 
the most that either Great Britain or 
Japan will seek to effect. Britain pro- 
— a more extreme reduction of spb- 
marine tonnage and a prohibition of the 
building of gigantic submarines and a 
different provision for replacement of 
capital ships which would assure re- 
tention of shipyard facilities for build- 
ing one battleship a year. 

Japan will propose a slight increase 
in the maximum capital ship tonnage 
allowed the Japanese navy, which in 
the Hughes plan is fixed at 300,000, 
compared with 500,000 each for the 
United States.and Great Britain. 
France and Italy added their in- 
dorsement of the American naval holi- 
day proposals, thus making the five 
great powers unanimous on ‘the ques- 
tion.

of all capital ‘shipbuilding programs, 


reduction through the scrapping of 
certain ofthe older ships. 

The number of men and officers that 
would have been required to man our 
fleet on a peace basis, should the prés- 
ent building program: be completed, is 
about 180,000, whereas the proposed 
scrapping.of the program ships, with 
certain additional old vessels, wil re- 

duce the peace personnel requirements 
to about 120,000. 
Quality of Personnel Enhanced. 

It is important to recognize that 
while limitation of armaments will re- 
duce competitve building of ships, it 
will foster a keener competition than 
ever in the efficiency of the crews. 
Obviously when a limit is placed upon 
total quantity the importance of qual- 
ity is enhanced. In military and naval 
‘matters it is quality of personnel much 
more than quality of material that 
produces efficiency. 
\ In all countries in peace and par- 
ticularly, among civilians there is a 
tendency to ignore the fact that the 
efficiency’ of a war machine depends 
absolutely upon the human being or 
human beings back of it. Ig the ex- 
citement and stress of battle this is 
emphasized to an extent almost unbe- 
lievable to those who have not seen it, 
and is the principal reason why high 
power modern weapons cause relatively 
such a small amount of damage. 

Therefore, whatever limit is agreed 
upon as to number and size of ships, it 
will be imperative that American ships 
are not undermanned—either in num- 
ber or quality of personnel. . 

Adequate Men and Training. 

With proper training there will be 
no question of American quality. It 
is for congress to provide an adequate 
number of personnel under such laws 
as will give sufficient opportunity for 
training; then we need have no fears 
that the paper strength of our fleet 
is below the ratio of strength agreed 
upon in the conference. tee 

The navy on the whole is being run 
on a hand to mouth basis regarding 
personnel and having a very difficult 
time to keep up even the rudiments of 
efficiency. If our limited fleet is to pre- 
serve its proper ratio of strength with 
the’ limited fleets of Great Britain and 
Japan we must take into account that 
they maintain large quotas of highly 
trained men and should follow their 
example. We will require a total of at 
least 120,000 men to match their effi- 
ciency and strength; in_ other words, 
the present personnel cannot be re- 
duced, but, on the contrary, should be) 
increased by nbout 20,000 men.

the world war reduced the Pacific powers to 
ihree. The German fleet and bases in the far east 
are goné. Russia is off the sea, famine, stricken, 
and demoralized by a fanatic rule. France and 
Holland have Valuable interests in the east, but 
neither has naval power requisite to protect them 
trom a first class naval power. China is irrespon- 
sible and helpless. 

There. remain Japan, Great Britain, and the 
United States, possessors of the three great navies 
of the world, and of by far the greatest interests 
and possessions in the Pacific. If there is to be 
war in this vast region, it will be because Japan, 
Great Britain, and the United States cannot or 
will not keep the peace. If there is to be peace, 
Japan, Great Britain; and the United States must 
formulate and sustain- it. 

This is the situation today. It may be very 
different tomorrow, when Russia and Germany 

have risen again, as they will certainly rise, to the 


time comes mew alignments may be made, new 
dangers appear; perhaps new 35 will be oe 
or peace made more secure. 

But now it is the United ae the British em- 
pire, and Japan which hold the keys of fate. At 
present the two empires are in alliance; the United 
States is alone. But the forces which must control 
the situation are nbdt expressed in this apparent 
relation. There is a natural though unexpressed 
or at any rate unformulated alliance between the 
American and British nations which is more likely 
to control events and shape such conclusions as are 
at the conference. The American and 
British peoples hold a common interest in the 
peace of the Pacific. Aside from the kinship of 


race, culture, and habit of thought, which makes 


understanding and codperation easier than it can 
be with others, our substantial interests are in 
major phases of the problem much the same, and 
the greatest of these interests is the maifitenance 
of peace. 

So it is natural and, we trust, assured that the 
British and American influence at the conference 
will be cénsolidated in effect. But by no means 
for the working of injustice: to Japan. What we 
geek is not a peace of force, but a peace of sane 
accommodation. As a matter of fact, America and 
Great Britain, acting upon a confident understand- 
ing, can afford to be more liberal to Japan than if 
they’ were not in touch with each other. The 
United States certainly cannot afford, in the teeth 
of the Anglo-Japanese alliance, or even in an un-

The universal, inexpensive or less ex- 
pensive, formula for sponge cake, 
baked in layer cake tin’, seems to me 
the best thing to fill with a custard 
cream for that little old fashioned 
dessert ever acceptable to masculine 
humanity, the cream pie cake. It 
has a cand@y-like or “crocante” crust, 
when rightly baked—a fast, slow, as 
it we Its. ightness is a present 
contrast. to the density of the cream, 
and altogether the quality stands up 
in what is the traditional excellence 
for this sort of thing.
